either by precept or example, by them to 
community. The lattitude and longitude 
of their course and position they seldom 
take; and the landmarks of morality, 
virtue and of principle are dim in the 
distance. 

Another class, and to them is anchored 
all the hopes of this country—and they 
are those who have come here and have 
settled, making California their home; 
with them is a weighty responsibility; 
upon them rests the advancement of the 
country in every respect -and none should 
withhold active exertion, moral and po¬ 
litical especially, to tins end. Although in 
a minority, strength and a control of the 
country is theirs by a proper use of their 
ability. 

In view of the different elements com¬ 
posing the population of Ibis country; we 
can scarcely wonder at the disorder, and 
violence, w.iich ha-, and do. still exist. 
Not until men will come forward, who 
have interests here, and character, for its 
redemption, disregarding party, eetionali- 
ties. and all which tends to divide and 
distract, we have little hope.

In these dull times, conseqm nt upon 
the want of water, it is refreshing to hear 
of a “strike,” and of the individual suc¬ 
cess of any, among that (1 i s rving chi- s 
of our citizens, the miners. Vpon the 
results of their labor is depend ut the 
prosperity and improvement of our 
county; and had they the facilities of 
water enjoyed in almost all other mining 
counties, there would soon he an end of 
the continual complaint of the “hard 
times,” “no money,” “can’t collect" Ac. 
And upon the conditions of having water, 

. we would e our population quadrupled; 
our town, and mining camps doubled in 
size; and in fact for some years we would 
onjov over again, the old times of ' lb 
and ■ >", in matters of prosperity, with¬ 
out the inconveniences and consequent 
privations of that period.

Boling, systematically, 
as has never been done before—and on 
Friday a pocket was found out of 
which was taken near Kfl. ! \\'c 
worked the vein in the fall of A I, and it 
is -aid that we came within six inches of 
this pocket, which is comforting to con¬ 
sider, sitting in our editorial chair, in a 
state of linani ial distress, and our devil 
bawling out “copy.”
